3 Though an host should encamp against me, my heart 
Shall not fear: though war should rise against me, in this 
will | be confident. 


4 One thing have | desired of the Lord, that will | seek 
after; that | may dwell in the house of the Lord all the 
days of my life, to behold the beauty of the Lord, and to 
enquire in his temple. 


5 For in the time of trouble he shall hide me in his 
pavilion: in the secret of his tabernacle shall he hide 
me; he shall set me up upon a rock. 


6 And now shall mine head be lifted up above mine 
enemies round about me: therefore will | offer in his 
tabernacle sacrifices of joy; | will sing, yea, | will sing 
praises unto the Lord. 


7 Hear, O Lord, when I cry with my voice: have mercy 
also upon me, and answer me. 


8 When thou saidst, Seek ye my face; my heart said 
unto thee, Thy face, Lord, will | seek. 


9 Hide not thy face far from me; put not thy servant 
away in anger: thou hast been my help; leave me not, 


neither forsake me, O God of my salvation. 


10 When my father and my mother forsake me, then 
the Lord will take me up. 


11 Teach me thy way, O Lord, and lead me in a plain 
path, because of mine enemies. 


12 Deliver me not over unto the will of mine enemies: 
for false witnesses are risen up aainst me, and such as 
breathe out cruelty. 


13 | had fainted, unless | had believed to see the 
goodness of the Lord in the land of the living. 


14 Wait on the Lord: be of good courage, and he shall 
strengthen thine heart: wait, | say, on the Lord. 


Let us reflect: 


13 For you, brethren, have been called unto liberty: 
only make not liberty an occasion to the flesh, but by 
charity of the spirit serve one another. 


14 For all the law is fulfilled in one word: Thou shalt 
love thy neighbour as thyself. 


15 But if you bite and devour one another; take heed 


you be not consumed one of another. 


16 | saythen, walk in the spirit, and you shall not fulfill 
the lusts of the flesh. 


17 For the flesh lusteth against the spirit: and the spirit 
against the flesh; for these are contrary one to another: 
so that you do not the things that you would. 


18 But if you are led by the spirit, you are not under the 
law. 


19 Now the works of the flesh are manifest, which are 
fornication, uncleanness, immodesty, luxury, 


20 Idolatry, witchcrafts, enmities, contentions, 
emulations, wraths, quarrels, dissensions, sects, 


21 Envies, murders, drunkenness, revellings, and such 
like. Of the which | foretell you, as | have foretold to 
you, that they who do such things shall not obtain the 
kingdom of God. 


22 But the fruit of the Spirit is, charity, joy, peace, 
patience, benignity, goodness, longanimity, 


23 Mildness, faith, modesty, continency, chastity. 


Against such there is no law. 


24 And they that are Christ's, have crucified their flesh, 
with the vices and concupiscences. 


25 If we live in the Spirit, let us also walk in the Spirit. 


26 Let us not be made desirous of vain glory, provoking 
one another, envying on another. 


And Finally: 


10 Finally, brethren, be strengthened in the Lord, and in 
the might of his power. 


11 Put you on the armour of God, that you may be able 
to stand against the deceits of the devil. 


12 For our wrestling is not against flesh and blood; but 
against principalities and power, against the rulers of 
the world of this darkness, against the spirits of 
wickedness in the high places. 


13 Therefore take unto you the armour of God, that 
you may be able to resist in the evil day, and to stand in 
all things perfect. 


14 Stand therefore, having your loins girt about with 


truth, and having on the breastplate of justice, 


15 And your feet shod with the preparation of the 
gospel of peace: 


16 In all things taking the shield of faith, wherewith you 
may be able to extinguish all the fiery darts of the most 
wicked one. 


17 And take unto you the helmet of salvation, and the 
sword of the Spirit (which is the word of God). 


18 By all prayer and supplication praying at all times in 
the spirit; and in the same watching with all instance 
and supplication for all the saints: 


19 And for me, that speech may be given me, that | may 
open my mouth with confidence, to make known the 
mystery of the gospel. 


20 For which | am an ambassador in a chain, so that 
therein | may be bold to speak according as | ought. 


23 Peace be to the brethren and charity with faith, from 
God the Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ. 


24 Grace be with all them that love our Lord Jesus 


Christ in incorruption. Amen. 


Thanks Be to God; Blessed is the Man that comes in the 
Name of the Lord.

1 In the beginning was the Word, and the Word was 
with God, and the Word was God. 


2 The same was in the beginning with God. 


3 All things were made by him: and without him was 
made nothing that was made. 


4 In him was life, and the life was the light of men. 


5 And the light shineth in darkness, and the darkness 
did not comprehend it. 


6 There was a man sent from God, whose name was 
John. 


7 This man came for a witness, to give testimony of the 
light, that all men might believe through him. 


8 He was not the light, but was to give testimony of the 
light. 
9 That was the true light, which enlighteneth every man 


that cometh into this world. 


10 He was in the world, and the world was made by 
him, and the world knew him not. 


11 He came unto his own, and his own received him 
not. 


12 But as many as received him, he gave them power to 
be made the sons of God, to them that believe in his 
name. 


13 Who are born, not of blood, nor of the will of the 


flesh, nor of the will of man, but of God. 


14 And the Word was made flesh, and dwelt among us, 
(and we saw his glory, the glory as it were of the only 
begotten of the Father,) full of grace and truth. 


15 John beareth witness of him, and crieth out, saying: 
This was he of whom | spoke: He that shall come after 
me, is preferred before me: because he was before me. 


16 And of his fulness we all have received, and grace for 
grace. 


17 For the law was given by Moses; grace and truth 
came by Jesus Christ. 


18 No man hath seen God at any time: the only 
begotten Son who is in the bosom of the Father, he 
hath declared him. 


19 And this is the testimony of John, when the Jews 
sent from Jerusalem priests and Levites to him, to ask 
him: Who art thou? 


20 And he confessed, and did not deny: and he 
confessed: | am not the Christ. 


21 And they asked him: What then? Art thou Elias? And 
he said: |am not. Art thou the prophet? And he 
answered: No. 


22 They said therefore unto him: Who art thou, that we 
may give an answer to them that sent us? What sayest 
thou of thyself? 


23 He said: | am the voice of one crying out in the 
wilderness, make straight the way of the Lord, as said 
the prophet Isaias. 


And ye shall hallow the fiftieth year, and proclaim 
liberty throughout all the land unto all the inhabitants 
thereof: it shall be a jubile unto you; and ye shall return 
every man unto his possession, and ye shall return 
every man unto his family. A jubile shall that fiftieth 
year be unto you: ye shall not sow, neither reap that 
which groweth of itself in it, nor gather the grapes in it 
of thy vine undressed. For it is the jubile; it shall be holy 
unto you: ye shall eat the increase thereof out of the 
field. In the year of this jubile ye shall return every man 
unto his possession. And if thou sell ought unto thy 


neighbour, or buyest ought of thy neighbour's hand, ye 
shall not oppress one another: According to the 
number of years after the jubile thou shalt buy of thy 
neighbour, and according unto the number of years of 
the fruits he shall sell unto thee: According to the 
multitude of years thou shalt increase the price thereof, 
and according to the fewness of years thou shalt 
diminish the price of it: for according to the number of 
the years of the fruits doth he sell unto thee. Ye shall 
not therefore oppress one another; but thou shalt fear 
thy God: for |am the LORD your God. Wherefore ye 
shall do my statutes, and keep my judgments, and do 
them; and ye shall dwell in the land in safety. And the 
land shall yield her fruit, and ye shall eat your fill, and 
dwell therein in safety. 

(Lev 25:10-19) 


VAU. Let thy mercies come also unto me, O LORD, even 
thy salvation, according to thy word. So shall | have 
wherewith to answer him that reproacheth me: for | 
trust in thy word. And take not the word of truth utterly 
out of my mouth; for | have hoped in thy judgments. So 


Shall | keep thy law continually for ever and ever. And | 
will walk at liberty: for | seek thy precepts. | will soeak 
of thy testimonies also before kings, and will not be 
ashamed. And | will delight myself in thy 
commandments, which | have loved. My hands also will 
| lift up unto thy commandments, which | have loved; 
and | will meditate in thy statutes. 

(Psa 119:41-48) 


The Spirit of the Lord GOD is upon me; because the 
LORD hath anointed me to preach good tidings unto the 
meek; he hath sent me to bind up the brokenhearted, 
to proclaim liberty to the captives, and the opening of 
the prison to them that are bound; To proclaim the 
acceptable year of the LORD, and the day of vengeance 
of our God; to comfort all that mourn; To appoint unto 
them that mourn in Zion, to give unto them beauty for 
ashes, the oil of joy for mourning, the garment of praise 
for the spirit of heaviness; that they might be called 
trees of righteousness, the planting of the LORD, that 
he might be glorified. And they shall build the old 
wastes, they shall raise up the former desolations, and 


they shall repair the waste cities, the desolations of 
many generations. And strangers shall stand and feed 
your flocks, and the sons of the alien shall be your 
plowmen and your vinedressers. But ye shall be named 
the Priests of the LORD: men shall call you the Ministers 
of our God: ye shall eat the riches of the Gentiles, and 
in their glory shall ye boast yourselves. For your shame 
ye shall have double; and for confusion they shall 
rejoice in their portion: therefore in their land they 
Shall possess the double: everlasting joy shall be unto 
them. For | the LORD love judgment, | hate robbery for 
burnt offering; and | will direct their work in truth, and | 
will make an everlasting covenant with them. And their 
seed shall be known among the Gentiles, and their 
offspring among the people: all that see them shall 
acknowledge them, that they are the seed which the 
LORD hath blessed. | will greatly rejoice in the LORD, my 
soul shall be joyful in my God; for he hath clothed me 
with the garments of salvation, he hath covered me 
with the robe of righteousness, as a bridegroom 
decketh himself with ornaments, and as a bride 
adorneth herself with her jewels. For as the earth 


bringeth forth her bud, and as the garden causeth the 
things that are sown in it to spring forth; so the Lord 
GOD will cause righteousness and praise to spring forth 
before all the nations. 

(Isa 61:1-11) 


And there was delivered unto him the book of the 
prophet Esaias. And when he had opened the book, he 
found the place where it was written, The Spirit of the 
Lord is upon me, because he hath anointed me to 
preach the gospel to the poor; he hath sent me to heal 
the brokenhearted, to preach deliverance to the 
captives, and recovering of sight to the blind, to set at 
liberty them that are bruised, To preach the acceptable 
year of the Lord. 

(Luk 4:17-19) 


For so is the will of God, that with well doing ye may 
put to silence the ignorance of foolish men: As free, 
and not using your liberty for a cloke of maliciousness, 
but as the servants of God. Honour all men. Love the 
brotherhood. Fear God. Honour the king. Servants, be 


subject to your masters with all fear; not only to the 
good and gentle, but also to the froward. For this is 
thankworthy, if a man for conscience toward God 
endure grief, suffering wrongfully. For what glory is it, if, 
when ye be buffeted for your faults, ye shall take it 
patiently? but if, when ye do well, and suffer for it, ye 
take it patiently, this is acceptable with God. For even 
hereunto were ye called: because Christ also suffered 
for us, leaving us an example, that ye should follow his 
steps: Who did no sin, neither was guile found in his 
mouth: Who, when he was reviled, reviled not again; 
when he suffered, he threatened not; but committed 
himself to him that judgeth righteously: Who his own 
self bare our sins in his own body on the tree, that we, 
being dead to sins, should live unto righteousness: by 
whose stripes ye were healed. For ye were as sheep 
going astray; but are now returned unto the Shepherd 
and Bishop of your souls. 

(1Pe 2:15-25) 


Blessed is the man that endureth temptation: for when 
he is tried, he shall receive the crown of life, which the 


Lord hath promised to them that love him. Let no man 
say when he is tempted, | am tempted of God: for God 
cannot be tempted with evil, neither tempteth he any 
man: But every man is tempted, when he is drawn 
away of his own lust, and enticed. Then when lust hath 
conceived, it bringeth forth sin: and sin, when it is 
finished, bringeth forth death. Do not err, my beloved 
brethren. Every good gift and every perfect gift is from 
above, and cometh down from the Father of lights, with 
whom is no variableness, neither shadow of turning. Of 
his own will begat he us with the word of truth, that we 
should be a kind of firstfruits of his creatures. 
Wherefore, my beloved brethren, let every man be 
swift to hear, slow to speak, slow to wrath: For the 
wrath of man worketh not the righteousness of God. 
Wherefore lay apart all filthiness and superfluity of 
naughtiness, and receive with meekness the engrafted 
word, which is able to save your souls. But be ye doers 
of the word, and not hearers only, deceiving your own 
selves. For if any be a hearer of the word, and nota 
doer, he is like unto a man beholding his natural face in 
a glass: For he beholdeth himself, and goeth his way, 


and straightway forgetteth what manner of man he 
was. But whoso looketh into the perfect law of liberty, 
and continueth therein, he being not a forgetful hearer, 
but a doer of the work, this man shall be blessed in his 
deed. 

(Jas 1:12-25) 


Behold, a king shall reign in righteousness, and princes 
shall rule in judgment. And a man shall be as an hiding 
place from the wind, and a covert from the tempest; as 
rivers of water in a dry place, as the shadow of a great 
rock in a weary land. And the eyes of them that see 
Shall not be dim, and the ears of them that hear shall 
hearken. The heart also of the rash shall understand 
knowledge, and the tongue of the stammerers shall be 
ready to speak plainly. The vile person shall be no more 
called liberal, nor the churl said to be bountiful. For the 
vile person will speak villany, and his heart will work 
iniquity, to practise hypocrisy, and to utter error against 
the LORD, to make empty the soul of the hungry, and 
he will cause the drink of the thirsty to fail. The 
instruments also of the churl are evil: he deviseth 


wicked devices to destroy the poor with lying words, 
even when the needy speaketh right. But the liberal 
deviseth liberal things; and by liberal things shall he 
stand. Rise up, ye women that are at ease; hear my 
voice, ye careless daughters; give ear unto my speech. 
Many days and years shall ye be troubled, ye careless 
women: for the vintage shall fail, the gathering shall not 
come. Tremble, ye women that are at ease; be 
troubled, ye careless ones: strip you, and make you 
bare, and gird sackcloth upon your loins. They shall 
lament for the teats, for the pleasant fields, for the 
fruitful vine. Upon the land of my people shall come up 
thorns and briers; yea, upon all the houses of joy in the 
joyous city: Because the palaces shall be forsaken; the 
multitude of the city shall be left; the forts and towers 
Shall be for dens for ever, a joy of wild asses, a pasture 
of flocks; Until the spirit be poured upon us from on 
high, and the wilderness be a fruitful field, and the 
fruitful field be counted for a forest. Then judgment 
Shall dwell in the wilderness, and righteousness remain 
in the fruitful field. And the work of righteousness shall 
be peace; and the effect of righteousness quietness and 


assurance for ever. And my people shall dwell in a 
peaceable habitation, and in sure dwellings, and in 
quiet resting places; When it shall hail, coming down on 
the forest; and the city shall be low in a low place. 
Blessed are ye that sow beside all waters, that send 
forth thither the feet of the ox and the ass. 

(Isa 32:1-20) 


Another parable put he forth unto them, saying, The 
kingdom of heaven is likened unto a man which sowed 
good seed in his field: But while men slept, his enemy 
came and sowed tares among the wheat, and went his 
way. But when the blade was sprung up, and brought 
forth fruit, then appeared the tares also. So the 
servants of the householder came and said unto him, 
Sir, didst not thou sow good seed in thy field? from 
whence then hath it tares? He said unto them, An 
enemy hath done this. The servants said unto him, Wilt 
thou then that we go and gather them up? But he said, 
Nay; lest while ye gather up the tares, ye root up also 
the wheat with them. Let both grow together until the 
harvest: and in the time of harvest | will say to the 


reapers, Gather ye together first the tares, and bind 
them in bundles to burn them: but gather the wheat 
into my barn. 

(Mat 13:24-30) 


Because the LORD hath spoiled Babylon, and destroyed 
out of her the great voice; when her waves do roar like 
great waters, a noise of their voice is uttered: Because 
the spoiler is come upon her, even upon Babylon, and 
her mighty men are taken, every one of their bows is 
broken: for the LORD God of recompences shall surely 
requite. And I will make drunk her princes, and her wise 
men, her captains, and her rulers, and her mighty men: 
and they shall sleep a perpetual sleep, and not wake, 
saith the King, whose name is the LORD of hosts. Thus 
saith the LORD of hosts; The broad walls of Babylon 
shall be utterly broken, and her high gates shall be 
burned with fire; and the people shall labour in vain, 
and the folk in the fire, and they shall be weary. The 
word which Jeremiah the prophet commanded Seraiah 
the son of Neriah, the son of Maaseiah, when he went 
with Zedekiah the king of Judah into Babylon in the 
fourth year of his reign. And this Seraiah was a quiet 
prince. So Jeremiah wrote in a book all the evil that 


should come upon Babylon, even all these words that 
are written against Babylon. And Jeremiah said to 
Seraiah, When thou comest to Babylon, and shalt see, 
and shalt read all these words; Then shalt thou say, O 
LORD, thou hast spoken against this place, to cut it off, 
that none shall remain in it, neither man nor beast, but 
that it shall be desolate for ever. And it shall be, when 
thou hast made an end of reading this book, that thou 
shalt bind a stone to it, and cast it into the midst of 
Euphrates: And thou shalt say, Thus shall Babylon sink, 
and shall not rise from the evil that I will bring upon 
her: and they shall be weary. Thus far are the words of 
Jeremiah. 

(Jer 51:55-64) 


Woe to the bloody city! it is all full of lies and robbery; 
the prey departeth not; The noise of a whip, and the 
noise of the rattling of the wheels, and of the pransing 
horses, and of the jumping chariots. The horseman 
lifteth up both the bright sword and the glittering spear: 
and there is a multitude of slain, and a great number of 
carcases; and there is none end of their corpses; they 
stumble upon their corpses: Because of the multitude of 
the whoredoms of the wellfavoured harlot, the mistress 
of witchcrafts, that selleth nations through her 
whoredoms, and families through her witchcrafts. 


Behold, I am against thee, saith the LORD of hosts; and 
I will discover thy skirts upon thy face, and I will shew 
the nations thy nakedness, and the kingdoms thy shame. 
And I will cast abominable filth upon thee, and make 
thee vile, and will set thee as a gazingstock. And it shall 
come to pass, that all they that look upon thee shall flee 
from thee, and say, Nineveh is laid waste: who will 
bemoan her? whence shall I seek comforters for thee? 
Art thou better than populous No, that was situate 
among the rivers, that had the waters round about it, 
whose rampart was the sea, and her wall was from the 
sea? Ethiopia and Egypt were her strength, and it was 
infinite; Put and Lubim were thy helpers. Yet was she 
carried away, she went into captivity: her young 
children also were dashed in pieces at the top of all the 
streets: and they cast lots for her honourable men, and 
all her great men were bound in chains. Thou also shalt 
be drunken: thou shalt be hid, thou also shalt seek 
strength because of the enemy. All thy strong holds shall 
be like fig trees with the firstripe figs: if they be shaken, 
they shall even fall into the mouth of the eater. Behold, 
thy people in the midst of thee are women: the gates of 
thy land shall be set wide open unto thine enemies: the 
fire shall devour thy bars. Draw thee waters for the 
siege, fortify thy strong holds: go into clay, and tread the 
morter, make strong the brickkiln. There shall the fire 


devour thee; the sword shall cut thee off, it shall eat thee 
up like the cankerworm: make thyself many as the 
cankerworm, make thyself many as the locusts. Thou 
hast multiplied thy merchants above the stars of heaven: 
the cankerworm spoileth, and flieth away. Thy crowned 
are as the locusts, and thy captains as the great 
grasshoppers, which camp in the hedges in the cold day, 
but when the sun ariseth they flee away, and their place 
is not known where they are. Thy shepherds slumber, O 
king of Assyria: thy nobles shall dwell in the dust: thy 
people is scattered upon the mountains, and no man 
gathereth them. There is no healing of thy bruise; thy 
wound is grievous: all that hear the bruit of thee shall 
clap the hands over thee: for upon whom hath not thy 
wickedness passed continually? 

(Nah 3:1-19) 


2Ch 32:21 And the LORD sent an angel, which cut off 
all the mighty men of valour, and the leaders and 
captains in the camp of the king of Assyria. So he 
returned with shame of face to his own land. And when 
he was come into the house of his god, they that came 
forth of his own bowels slew him there with the sword. 


When thou goest out to battle against thine enemies, and 
seest horses, and chariots, and a people more than thou, 


be not afraid of them: for the LORD thy God is with 
thee, which brought thee up out of the land of Egypt. 
And it shall be, when ye are come nigh unto the battle, 
that the priest shall approach and speak unto the people, 
And shall say unto them, Hear, O Israel, ye approach 
this day unto battle against your enemies: let not your 
hearts faint, fear not, and do not tremble, neither be ye 
terrified because of them; For the LORD your God is he 
that goeth with you, to fight for you against your 
enemies, to save you. 

(Deu 20:1-4) 


And when ye came unto this place, Sihon the king of 
Heshbon, and Og the king of Bashan, came out against 
us unto battle, and we smote them: And we took their 
land, and gave it for an inheritance unto the Reubenites, 
and to the Gadites, and to the half tribe of Manasseh. 
Keep therefore the words of this covenant, and do them, 
that ye may prosper in all that ye do. Ye stand this day 
all of you before the LORD your God; your captains of 
your tribes, your elders, and your officers, with all the 
men of Israel, Your little ones, your wives, and thy 
stranger that is in thy camp, from the hewer of thy wood 
unto the drawer of thy water: That thou shouldest enter 
into covenant with the LORD thy God, and into his 
oath, which the LORD thy God maketh with thee this 


day: That he may establish thee to day for a people unto 
himself, and that he may be unto thee a God, as he hath 
said unto thee, and as he hath sworn unto thy fathers, to 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob. 

(Deu 29:7-13) 


And I saw when the Lamb opened one of the seals, and 
I heard, as it were the noise of thunder, one of the four 
beasts saying, Come and see.

And 
power was given unto them over the fourth part of the 
earth, to kill with sword, and with hunger, and with 
death, and with the beasts of the earth. And when he had 
opened the fifth seal, I saw under the altar the souls of 
them that were slain for the word of God, and for the 
testimony which they held: And they cried with a loud 
voice, saying, How long, O Lord, holy and true, dost 
thou not judge and avenge our blood on them that dwell 
on the earth? And white robes were given unto every 
one of them; and it was said unto them, that they should 
rest yet for a little season, until their fellowservants also 
and their brethren, that should be killed as they were, 
should be fulfilled. And I beheld when he had opened 
the sixth seal, and, lo, there was a great earthquake; and 
the sun became black as sackcloth of hair, and the moon 
became as blood; And the stars of heaven fell unto the 
earth, even as a fig tree casteth her untimely figs, when 
she is shaken of a mighty wind. And the heaven 
departed as a scroll when it is rolled together; and every 
mountain and island were moved out of their places. 
And the kings of the earth, and the great men, and the 
rich men, and the chief captains, and the mighty men, 
and every bondman, and every free man, hid themselves 
in the dens and in the rocks of the mountains; And said 
to the mountains and rocks, Fall on us, and hide us from 


the face of him that sitteth on the throne, and from the 
wrath of the Lamb: For the great day of his wrath is 
come; and who shall be able to stand?
